Prof. Leo A. Muckle. 48, assist- 
ant county agent loader at the 
New York State College of Agri- 
culture, Cornell University, and 
professor in the. college's extension 
.service, died at 5 p.m. March 28, 
1942 of a heart attack at his cot- 
tago on the west side of Cayuga 
Lake throe miles north of Ithaca. 
His residence was at 201 Ridgedale 
Rd.. Ithaca. 

Professor Muckle was wheeling 
a barrow, containing dirt, near his 
cottage when lie was stricken and 
his body was discovered on the 
lawn. Dr. Lyman S. Fisher, who 
also has a cottage at the lake, was 
called and* pronounced him dead. 

Professor Muckle was born In 
Stanley, Ontario County, studied 

for two years at Notre Dame Uni- 
versity and completed his studies 
at Cornell University, where he 
received his bachelor of . science 
degroo in 1917. 

Professor Muckle served as 
county agricultural agent In 
Schuyler, Niagara and Rockland 
counties before coming to the 
State College of Agriculture as 
assistant county agent leader nine 
years ago. 

Ho leaves his father, John 
Muckle of Stanley; four brothers, 
all of whom are priests, and a sis- 
ter, who is a nun. They are: The 
Rev. John Muckle of Summerville, 
Charles Muckle of Avon, Joseph of 
Toronto, William Muckle of New- 
market, Canada, and Sister Mary 
Charles of tho Order of St. Joseph 
and mother superior of St. Thomas 
School at Summerville.

Some may think it strange that 
so many superstitions cling round 
Good Friday, the saddest, darkest 
day in oar human history, but it 
seems to me that it could hardly 
be otherwise, for the human race 
is essentially' religious, and we 
take our religion .very seriously 
indeed! Consequently, tradition 
has a great part in our lives — and, 
naturally, superstition has crept 
in, and it is hard to shake off. 

For instance, we all consider 
Friday .as a "bad day to start any- 
thing." Well, did you ever stop to 
ask yourself why? It is quite 
reasonable and obvious as well, 
that Friday being the day of 
Christ's crucifixion, it is naturally 
"accursed," as people would say in 

olden times. Why there are 

people, even in these enlightened 
days, who refuse to have their hair 
cut on a Friday! And how many 
will move on a Friday if they can 
help it. or start on a journey, oi 
start anything they consider im- 
portant? 

A great many superstitions, or 
may I say traditions. (I am not 
fond of the word superstitious) a 
good many traditions are woven 
into the tragic story of Good Fri- 
day, with the Cross overshadowing 
all. For Instance, did you ever 
stop to wonder where the odd ex- 
pression "knock on wood" origin- 
ated 1 ? No doubt you never, in your 
wildest , imagination, connected it 
with the Cross of Calvary, but so 
it is! Medieval Christians wore 
wooden crosses, and, when they 
caught themselves boasting, they 
touched this cross in reverent 
apology, and as a reminder that 
they were not acting as a good 
Christian should. Hence the ex- 
pression: and the habit of "knock- 
ing on wood!" 

In the picture of "The Last 
Supper." by Leonards da Vinci, 
there are thirteen seated at the 
table. If you are not familiar with 
the story look it up, and you will 
find that it is so. The theory is 
that when thirteen sit down to eat 
together one will die before long, 
usually considering that the first 
one to rise is following Judn's foot- 
steps to death. To my mind that 
is a horrible superstition, and no 
one should allow themselves to 
ever consider it for a moment, for 
they are implying that either they 
themselves or one other at the 
table, is false and untrue, and that 
is unthinkable in decent society! 
To joke about it seems to be quite 
usual — but to be serious over ft — 
well. It should not be tolerated.

I am sure there arc many more 
traditions connected with CJood 
Friday, but I cannot seem to recall 
them now. However, here's one 
for Easter. They always used to 
tell us that the sun danced Easter 
morning, tfancc-d for joy just after 
it appeared above the horizon. 
.Many an Easter I have awakened 
early to see it! Did you ever see 
it? Why not try this year, and as 
you'll bo up in time, go to church. 
and join in the faster service.

Therefore, He 
teaches them to pray for deliver- 
ance from evil. 

There is only one quantity which 
God hates, and that is sin. In His 
Written Word, He likens sin to 
snake bite, fever, plague and lep- 
rosy. Je9us considered it His su- 
preme teaching task to implant in 
the hearts and minds of His hear- 
ers an abhorrence and dread of sin.

It Is, in fact, the proof 
that sin and sorrow are partners, 
just as surely as are darkness «uid 
night, snow and cold weather. \So 
matter what one does, or where 
one goes, the conscience goes too. 

and keeps the cup of sorrow brim- 
ming. 

Even worse than a guilty con- 
science is the consequence of 

BROKEN FELLOWSHIP WITH 
GOD. There is no sadder exper- 
ience than to come day after day 
to the place of prayer, and feel 
that the heavens are as brass; 
outer the House of God, and feel 
like atl alien; t*> **ug about blessed 
fellowship. ,ard I now that It is for 
you a farce; »n& .-addest of all, to 
realize that you' are far away from 
the guiding hand of God. In days 
gone by, you went to Him for di- 
rection and instruction, but now 
your fellowship is broken, and you 
are like a ship In a storm without 
either compass or pilot. 

^Broken fellowship with your fel- 
low believers is s»till another con- 
sequence of sin, and Involves the 
[loss of one of the Christian's high- 
est means of enjoyment. 




CHURCH. You might exclaim at 
this. Possibly you feel that if 
there is one place upon earth un- 
tainted by sin it would be the 
church. My friends, I put this 
question to you: — What" would 
happen within a year if there were 
no sin in the church? Surely it

would fill the whole earth like an 

ever-growing mountain, until every 

[living soul was gathered within its 

fold.tj 

This we must take to heart — the 
church is only as good and as pure 
as its members. And siirlii: 
church members are the cloi 
the end of the plow that hinders 
progress. 

A little sin in the life of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury would 
do far more damage than all the 
hellish practices of Adolph Hitler, 
because so much more is- expected 
of one than the other. And a little 
obvious sin in your life. Christian 
friend, will do far more harm to 
the Cause or Christ than all the 
shootings and thefts of Al Capone. 

"Lord, cleanse thy church of the 
evil that Is hindering its progress, 
and disgracing Thee." 

FINALiLY, we considered the 
damage that sin can do in and to 
A NATION. 

If you read history, you will find 
I by means of a careful scrutiny that 
'sin has eaten at the vitals and 
j foundation's of every great Empire 
'since time was recorded. It topp- 
,Jed Babylon; tbe Persian Empire; 
jthe Empire of Greece; the Roman 
Empire; and . . . and . . , what 
about the British Empire? What 
has happened before, can happen 
again. Sin has been given too free 
rein in British and American cir- 
cles for half a century. And even 
in our day of crisis, the nation is 
refusing to admit its sin, and seek 
God. In days of the past, God has 
used nations as wicked as Ger- 
many as his rod of correction for 
I nations that forgot Him. Is that 
happening to us in our fancied se- 
curity, and stilted pride?

Dr. G. T. Christie, president of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, ad- 
dressed 300 members of York 
County Milk Producers, District 6.

The annual banquet of the or- 
ganization was held in the new 
Buttonville Women's Institute 
Hall, where a host of county of- 
ficials and other guests were pre- 
sent. 

"Peoplo are beginning to call 
for ' organization, . particularly in 
these times," Dr. Christie declared. 
"Let us not have a recurrence of 
what took place in the last post- 
war period,"' the speaker contin- 
ued. "We must guard ourselves 
as farmers, from a possible feeling 
of self-satisfaction, and refrain 
from boosting fixed prices after 
we have accomplished our pur- 
pose," he warned. 

Reviewing conditions of the last 
war. Dr. Christie stated- that wheat 
had sold for 12.20 per bushel until 
the signing of armistice. "Farm- 
jcrs knew that hungry people had 
to be fed. and unfortunately took 
advantage of the fact." he declared. | 

"Farmers removed the fixed 
price on wheat, and allowed prices, 
to skyrocket. It wasn't long, how- j 
| ever, hefore the props were knock- 
ed from beneath the market, and 
wheat fell like a pancake. Farm 
organization was then lost, and as 
n res-nit we nil went through one 
of the darkest eras we have ever 
experienced." he stated. 

Tho speaker pointed out thai 
farm organization has accomplish 
ed a great deal during the past 10 
years. I f • 

"In 1931. Canada was called upon 
to produce 1 1 ,000,000 pounds of 
bacon and ham for Britain; in 1011 
426,000,000 pounds. Farmers are 
now being called upon to produce 
600,000,000 pounds of bacon for 
Britain, and they will fulfil the iir 
gent requirement." he sold, "for 
farmers are getting down to brow 
tacks."

GRAY DEFENDS CHANGE IN 

ACT 

Claims Independence of 
Municipalities Is Safe 



i 



A. J. B. Gray, deputy Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, said Saturday 
there was no intention of stripping 
the municipalities of their inde- 
pendence under a bill introduced 
Into the Ontario Legislature Fri- 
day. 

"It Is our desire to have a sys- 
tem of cdntrol through. careful ad- 
vice to the municipalities to pre- 
vent them getting into any diffi- 
culties when they face the post- 
war period, as happened prior to 
1942," Mr. "Gray said. 

The measure amends the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs* Act giv- 
ing the department power to ex- 
ercise general supervision over 
municipalities, particularly with 
respect to the performance of their 
duties and obligations and gives 
the Minister power to act on be- 
half of the department. • 

In elaboration of this, Mr, Gray 
said it was the department's inten- 
tion to ensure that m'oney In the 
budget of a municipality, ear- 
marked for one purpose, was used 
for that purpose only. If a muni- 
cipality votes $150,000 for relief 
but does not spend tliat amount, 
the department will not permit 
the balance to be diverted into 
other channels, he said.

INVISIBLE FROM AIR 



A blackout bulb which eliminates 
need* for special drapes and shades, 
glyes ample light to avoid .stumb- ■ 
ling over furniture, yet cannot be 
fseen from the air, -has been sue- 
ceosfully developed- and tested by 
U.S. Army engineers at Fort Bel- 
voir, Va„ and! will probably soon 
be on the market, says Science 
Service. 

The new bulb Is heavily coated 
with black except, 'for an orange 
button about the size -of a nickel 
on the bottom. It burns on 1 average 
house current and will sell for 
about 26 cents. One, bulb per room 
will provide enough light to per- 
mit occupants to see each other 
plainly, as well a® furniture, doors 
and windows. Only the usual 
household curtains, drapes or 
shades ace needed' when this bulb 
is the sole source of* light, engin- 
eers said. 



Army pilots- and engineers test- 
ed the bulb recently In a tiny town 
in New Jersey (only forty houses). 
Each home was equipped with 
the blackout bulbs and shades and 
curtains left up. When pilots fiew 
over they were unable to see a 
single ray of light. " ! 

Army . engineers explain that 
orange was? selected as< the color 
for the light-emitting button, since 
is is near the red end of the spec- 
tram, yet unlike red Is not con- 
fused- with exit lights. Red' has 
been found to be the light least 
visible ifronv 'the air. [ 

While the blackout bulb will not 
permit a person to read or play 
cards, it is safer and more con- 
venient than no light at all.
